To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

AM a machine politician. By a machine 
1 I mean not a corrupt body, but an or- 

ganization pure in principle and certain 
in purpose.

As explained by Miss Wetmore the woman’s 
branch of the Civic Federation is an organiza- 
tion which, knowing no creed and no class but 
depending upon the spirit of co-operation, offers 
a national clearing house where all questions of 
interest to women can be argued and conclusions 
arrived at.

“You are a suffragist, then?” I inquired. 

“Suffrage, no; I am neither for nor against 
it. I know it is inevitable. When all women want

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FARM TO TABLE EXPEESS RATES. 

The extraordinary reductions in express rates, 
brought about by the competition of the Parcel 
Post, will mean prosperity for the farmer, fruit 
grower, poultry raiser and city consumer, if they 
are Wise enough to seize the opportunity. 

After Feb. 1, 1914, under the new express rates, 
a producer can ship a five-pound package of food 
products at 75 per cent of the rates charged for 
other merchandise. The difference between the 
new rate and the old is shown when it is stated 
that a 10-pound package of tea or coffee, shipped 
all the-way from New York tp St. Louis, will cost: 
for express 33 cents, as against the present chargé 
of 86 cents. So of other articles used as food. 
The express companies are making a most at- 
tractive offer for the producers’ business, in the 
way of reduced rates.

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KILIING OFF THE RELATIVES. 

Too many people are availing themselvés of the 
privilege of killing off their undesirable relatives. 
Most of the private killings committed around here 
in the last few days have been of this intimate 
character. 

However highly the privilege may be regarded, 
it shauld be borne in mind that neither law nor 
morals sanction it—and since law seems unable 
to prevent if, more — should be laid on 
morals. 

We hear very little about the immorality of 
murder and a great deal about the immorality of 
breaking the Seventh Commandment, but the sol- 
emn truth is that a breach of the Sixth—Thou 
Shalt Not Kill—is just as immoral. 

Too truch stress cannot be laid on the fmmor- 
ality of killing, no matter how great the provoca- 
tion or bothersome thé nuisance. Morals are 
founded on justice and equity. Most of us have 
kinfolks who are in the way, but on the other 
hand most of us aré régarded in the same light by 
some of them, and it would be just as fair for 
them to kill us. Live and let live.” 

To those ruthless persons who have no regard 
either for law or for morals it is hardly worth 
while: to urge the restraining consideration of 
good manners.

It is 
bad manners to kill even a distant relative, and 
the nearer and dearer the rélative, the worse the 
manners. Finally, in addition to poor taste, it 
is poor policy. The wasteful killing of relatives is 
folly. Conservation is prudent. The time may 
come when you will need all the relatives you 
have,

Yates, president of the Nebraska Na- 
tional Bank, and other business men 
speaking in behalf of that city. 

While Yates was talking, Seoretary 
McAdoo inquired as to what he knew 
of a telegram received during the 
morning, signed by the Qmaha Clear- 
ing House Association, The! message 
requested the Se¢retary to give Omaha 
as complete a hearing as possible, as 
political influence was being brought 
to bear in behalf of Denver. Yates 
denied all knowledge of the telegram.

The film employed in this pious pro- 
paganda is entitled Creation,“ and the 
authors have enlarged that already stu- 
pendous word by assuming that crea- 
tion did not end with the first chapter 
of Genesis, but is in process today and 
everlastingly.

Three “Services” Complete Topic. 

To delineate this enormous subject, 
two miles of film are used, which re- 
quire eight hours to race before the 
calcium light.

“services”’ in order to see the whole.

The Emperor of Japan has sent & 
message of peace and good will to the 
American people through the Post-Dis- 
patch and New York World just at 
tue time when the exclusion of Japa- 
nese from land owning in California 
has become again a‘subject of diplomat- 
ic negotiation. : 

This message is the result of the mes- 
nage of peace and good will which was 
dispatched around the world to all the 
nations last Christmas day by the Post- 
Dispatch and the World in conjunction 
with the American Committee for the 
Celebration of the Century of Peace be- 
tween English-Speaking Nations. 

On account of the necessity for care- 
ful consideration and the state of re- 
lations between the United States and 
Japan, the Emperor’s reply has just 
been received. It is signed for the Em- 
peror by the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, Baron Makino.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.— Baron 
Makino, the Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister, has made a supplementary 
statement to the Japanese Parlia- 
ment regarding California land legis 
lation intended to show that, accord- 
ing te the Japanese understanding, 
there is perfect harmony of p 
between the United States and J. 
in the negotiations to settle the ques- 
tion and that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is relying on assurances to that 
end from Washington. 

According to a transcript of his 
remarks made public by the Japanese 
embassy here today, the Minister 
said: 

“While ft is a fact that the Ameri- 
ean Government has not replied to 
the third protest ef the Imperial de- 


ef the wishes which ferm the de- 
mand of the Japanese Government, 
and that toward the accomplishment 
of the object the American Govern- 
ment is constantly taking measures 
of investigation by the most just 
methods.” 

The statement was jade by Baron 
Makino in answer to a formal interpo- 
lation moved by a member of the Gov- 
ernment party, and apparently framed 
to dissipate impressions possibly cre- 
ated by previous intimations that Jap- 
an resented the fallure of the United 
States to handle the situation. 

Japan is believed to desire a new 
treaty apecifically recognising the rignt 
of Japanese in the United States to 
hold and lease real property on equal 
terms with ether foreigners. Such a 
treaty would invalidate the California 
law and similar legislation, but wheth- 
er the Senate would ratify a conven- 
tion of this character even if presented 
forms another angle to the problem.

Jimmy Folew, the featherweight boxer 
who has made good in many bouts in 
which he has engaged in this city, is 
said to be very il) and is being cared 
for in the home of Jack Tippets at Col- 
linsville, III. According to Tippets, the 
physician in attendance has diagnosed 
Foley’ 8 ailment as tuberculosis and has 
advised the little boxer to go West in 
order to check haw progress of the dis- 
ease.

EL PASO, Tex., Jan. A.— Appeals for 
peace in Mexico came from Spain in 
such numbers today as to convince rebel 
leaders in Juarez that an organized ef- 
fort is being made in Madrid to induce 
Gen. Villa and Gen. Carranza to end 
hostilities as speedily as possible. 

Rodriguez San Pedro, president of 
the Spanish-American Union, cabled 
Gen. Villa as follows: 

Many members of this society from 
all over Spain met here, and for the 
love of Mexico implored a Speedy end- 
ing of the civil war.“ 

A former member ot the Spanish Cab- 
inet cabted a similar message. 

To fall these the rebel leaders, on 
befialf of Gen. Villa, replied that only 
the overthrow of Gen, Huerta would 
bring about permanent peace. Gen. VII- 
la ordered a message sent that “terms 
for peace must come from Mexico City 
in the form of news that the et ie 
had been overthrown.”’ 

Rebel leaders were informed thas 
agents of Felix Diaz had arrived in Ei 
Paso with a view of stirring up a 
faction opposed to Gen. Carranza.

District Attorney Whitman Seeks 
Information From Bankers 
in His Graft Search, 


NEW YORK, Jan. .- Every bank in 
this dity doing a general business has 
been subpenaed by District Attorney 
Whitman to produce for his information 
transcripts of the accounts of Charles 
F. Murphy, if there be such accounts. 
For six weeks these books have been 
under examination. 

The research into the Murphy bank 
accounts embraces among other things 
an effort to trace a check for 810, 0% 
said to have been contributed to the 
Wilson campaign fund in the fall of 
1918 by a millionaire New Yorker, no 
trace of which appears in the report of 
receipts and expenditures of the Demo- 
cratie State Committees or the New 
York County Committee. 

This move followed a dragnet opera- 
tien which brought into the District At- 
torney’s office all of the banking trans- 
actions of James E. Gaffney, Murphy's 
friend and political aid. The Gaffney 
banking records extend back five years.

Gaffney deposited between $50,000 and 

$100,000 in bilis during the one year 
when the grafting in aqueduct contracts 
ran riot.

City Counselor Baird and his associ- 
ate, Truman P. Young, contend that by 
the terms of the company’s franchise it 
is required to carry out such. a : sys- 
tem of transfer, 
street car passenger to reach any des- 
tination on payment of one far. The 
company’s defense is that the United 
Railways has discretionary power, in 
issuing such transfers, and that the 
system is in effect on most of the cross- 
town lines. It does not prevail ‘on any 
of the east and west lines. 

Among the witnesses called by the 
city were Capt. Robert McCulloch, pres- 
ident of the United Railways, and Bruce 
Cameron, superintendent of transporta- 
tion. They were questioned in regard 
to the transfer system how in use. 

Wants Penalty for Misuse. 
Capt. McCulloch announced he was 
willing to inaugurate the giving of a 
transfer on a transfer on all the lines, 
if the Municipal Assembly would. pass 
an ordinance imposing a penalty for 
misuse Of a transfer. Such a measure 
has been. adopted by the Council, but 
the other branch of the aera! has 
not taken action. 

“We don't care how long one passen- 
ger rides for a nickel, as long as he 


give his transfer to someone else when 
he is tired of riding.“ McCulloch told 
the Court. It there was a penalty 
providing for misuse I don’t think we 
would have much trouble. People as 
a general rule obey the law. Otherwise 
all kinds of schemes might be devised 
to beat the street car company. I heard 
two newsboys discussing one time how 
this could be done, and they seemed to 
know more about’ transfers than all the 
experts you could find.“ 

McCulloch testified that the propor- 
| tion of passengers who use transfers is 
about 83 per cent of those who ride on 
st cars. The Grand avenue line, he 
| ” catties more passengers per mile 
than any other division. There are more 
transfers made at Grand and Olive than 
at any other point in the city, he said. 


on the stand and several of his .replies 
caused laughter.

To the Court's suggestion there was 
no use “rubbing it in,“ McCulloch re- 
plied: “We might as well enjoy our- 
selves when we can.’’ 

While the witness was on the stand, 
George T. Priest of counsel for the 
street car company, obtained permis- 
sion to ‘confer with McCulloch off the 
stand. “Do you want to lecture me?“ 
said McCulloch. Presintly he resumed 
the stand, announcing that “‘the jury has 
disagreed.’’

Your birds have favus, a skin disease 
of germ origin and very contagious. 
Birds that have a free range rarely 
have this trouble. The cause of favus 
is the lack of green food, sunshine en- 
ercise, and keeping your houses closed 
tightly in the winter months. Rub the 
affected parts with carbolated vaseline 
and give the birds a few drops ot tinc- 
ture chloride of iron, 20 to 30 drops to 
the gallon, in drinking water. Give 
your birds free range and. plenty of 
green food.

Insurance Companies Have Adopted 
Blood Pressure Tests as the Final 
Criterion of a Client’s Condition 
for, as the Arteries Harden 
Through Disease or Old Age, the 
Pressure Increases and May Canse 
Disaster. „ ia 5

HE latest gospel in taking the health meas- 
urement of any man is that, no matter 
if he has been pronounced in perfect 
health by the best of physicians after ‘the 
customary examination, he cannot be hon- 
estly assured by such an opinion unless 
his blood pressure has been accurately 

measured. The dictum holds good for all individuals 
but particx’arly for those over 40. Those who value 
health for its own sake should welcome a new method 
of estimation. 

But the method scores in another way. Where a cor- 
rect estimation of one's physical condition is related 
closely to dollars and cents, as in life insurance, this 
gospel of blood pressure cuts a very important figure— 
in fact, a few of the more progressive companies will 
not accept a “risk” above the age of 40 until they fee“ 
safe on this particular. 

It should not be understood by this that blood pres- 
sure itself is necessarily something harmful, beeause 
every person, normal or otherwise, has it.

physicians of the world. The instrument records the 
pressure of the blood on a diaphragm dial very similar 
in appearance to a steam gauge dial, only, instead ol 
degrees, the scale is divided into millimeters. : 
The apparatus, which is the invention of Dr. Thomas 
Rogers of Rochester, N. Y., is one of the most importants 


surgical instruments devised in years, ranking with the 


pulmotor, stethoscope and clinieal thermometer. It con: 
sists of three parts, a small metal case containing sev: 
eral sensitive diaphragms, a dial and an air bag. Its 
operation is comparatively simple, but its reading re- 
quires an expert. The best results are obtained when 
a stethoscope is used in connection with it. 

The air bag_is first strapped on the subject’s arm over 
.the femoral artery, and is inflated with a bulb attached 
to it. The operator then adjusts a stethoscope to his 
ears and finds the pulse, after which he is ready to take 
his records. The pulse throbbing against the air bag is 
communicated through a rubber tube to the case con- 


taining the diaphragms upon which a vibration is set. 


up. These vibrations, which are simultaneous with the 
pulse, are translated into millimeters~by the deliaa e 
needle on tbe dial. 

In order to make a thorough record, both the sys- 
tolic and diastolic, or maximum and minimum, pressures 
must be taken. The formef is produced by the forward 
and the latter by the backward stroke of the heart. 

It is well established that the norn maximum, or 
systolic blood pressure in adults ranges m 105 to 145 
millimeters. Suppose the manometer is atwlied- over the 
artery of a man still in his twenties. The hand on the 
dial goes up to about 120. What's the verdict? That 
young fellow’s blaod pressure is perfectly normal, and 
the chances are, even if any other examination by other 
methods is made, nothing will be found wrong with his 
heart, or kidneys. This test should always be made be- 
fore anyone takes up athletic work of any kind. 


Suppose, on the other hand, that a man a little over 
40 has his blood pressure taken, and the hand on the 
dial turns as high as 155 or 160, then the_probabilities 
are that there is some disease hidden away in his sys- 
tem, though he may never have complained of ill health 
in his life. At the best guess, his state of health would 
not be above suspicion, and would require a further 
search by other means. 

Suppose again that some third individual around the 
age of 50 undergoes examination for his physical con- 
dition, and, after the usual “pounding and sounding,” 
in every possible way, nothing is found wrong with him. 
He beams with satisfaction; so far all is well. Then 
the manometer is brought forth and carefully applied, 
and the hand moves up to 185. What then? Even with 
no other manifestation of trouble, the chances are about

Even posture has 
an influence, pressure being highest while standing, 
and lowest when sitting or lying down: All this has a 
hearing in certain occupations and render certain con- 
ditions which each individual. must apply to his own 
special case, for even this sort of pressure is conducive 
to disease. 

The importance of testing blood pressure is well 1. 
lustrated by the action of a progressive life insurance 
company in the Middle West, which rejected in a certain 
period 365 applicants, for no other reason than that 
their blood pressure was too high. Nothing else could 
be found wrong with any of them, and most compa- 
nies would have considered these 365 to be healthy men, 
and therefore entitled to insurance. . 


In order to demonstrate the wisdom, or folly, of its 
vourse, this company took the trouble to follow up he 
later health history of as many of these 365 as possible, 
Considering the fact, worth repeating, that their on!<+ 
‘rouble was high blood pressure, it is interesting to note 
that within a year or two 123 of the 365 a once 
‘rouble fully entitled to the name of di 


The average blood pressure of these . ee ones was 
170, Which, in connection with their ages, 1 a danger 
dusly high average. 

There is a moral to be read betwen the lines of all 
this: no one, especially past the age of 40, can consider 
Umself in perfect physical condition unless he know 
that his blood pressure is just what it ought to be. The 
only positive way of knowing this is by having the 
pressure taken about once every year, and —, at 
‘ntervals of not more than two years. 


Mental excitement and perturbdtion cause increased 
yressure of the blood, and this fact has been taken ad. 
vantage of rately in connection with a series of inter- 
esting experiments conducted by Prof. W. H. Cowing 
of Harvard University to determine the practicability 
of using blood-pressure machines in detecting erima. 
Prof. Cow ing's idea is that the machines would not only 
record the heart beats, but, to a certain extent, the 
emotions of the subject. No matter how stolid a trans- 
zressor may appear on the exterior while — 
the “sweating” process or cross-e Prof. 
Cowing explains, the use of the machine in the court- 
dom will reveal his slightest emotion, ‘The agitation 
thus disclosed.in his mind, which otherwise would be 
anobserved, may constitute circumstantial evidence 
which will have a . bearing on the 888 of his 
case.

dance which the public, erroneously, 
has come to call the tango, but which is really only 
acrobatic “ragging.”’ 

They were young and middle- aged —ziue maidens and 
plump matrons, sallow youths and men with graying 
hair. But all spun like whirling dervishes, or rushed 
forward and back in a fury, bending and writhing their 
bodies and bouncing up and down like things of rubber. 
It was an orgy of exertion, a debauch of physical straia. 
And if the dancers drooped for a moment, barbaric 
African music, .throbbing with a tomtom beat, spurred 
them for mile upon weary mile. 

“Aside from the question of propriety," Mmarked the 
physician, “I wonder if these merryinakers are aware 
that thev are imperiling their health.” 

Was the physician right? Are the dances which are 
now the popular rage—they are called “epileptic” by 
one critic and “the acrobatits of the ballroom” by an- 
other—are they a menace to health, or even, in extreme 
cases, to life itself? 

It was only the other night that Uriel L. Clark of 29 
Portland place, St. Louis, a wealthy lumberman, was 
stricken with apoplexy while dancing at the St. Louis 
Club. 

Simultaneously came the news that Mrs. Mary South- 
well of Rensselaer, N. Y., was dead of a fractured hip. 
suffered when she fell of exhaustion while dancing the 
popular version of the tango. 

This phrase, by the way, is used because the real 
tango, imported from the Argentine, is a slow and 
stately measure, like a minuet, and is less fatiguing than 
the waltz and two-step. An ideal representation of the 


tango, according to one of the best dancers in St. Louis, 
would be so quiet that the dancer could carry @ glass of 
water on his head without displacing a drop. 

The cases of Mr. Clark and Mrs. Southwell are ex- 
ceptional, perhaps, except as they illustrate the un- 
bridled craze for the popular dances, for he is 59 years 
old and she was 70. There is probably only a small 
number of devotees to Terpsichore in the sixth and 
eighth decades of their lives. But, according to au- 
thorities, there is possible harm for everyone, even those 
who are young, in an excessive indulgence in the “acr»- 
batic dances.” 

How many young men, they ask, are physically fit to 
go out upon a track and run five or ten miles? Onr 
youths, in these days of sedentary employment, street 
cars and automobiles, of tobacco and alcohol, would 
more likely be exhausted by a race of two blocks. Yet, 
on the ballroom floor, they often perform in an evening the equivalent of a five 
mile run, aggravated by violent gyrations which the clever sprinter would spare 
himself. 

At the Planters Hotel New Year’s eve was a young man who thinks nothing of 

walking 10 miles, but who was unaccustomed to dancing. One round of the tango“ 


and he dropped into his chair, panting for breath and clutching at a stitch in his 


side. It was several minutes before he recovered sufficiently to rejoin the dancers.

There is a difference yet more deadly. The athlete 


is punctilious with his diet and habits; byt it is cus- . 


tomary for dancers, before the ball begins, to dine upon 
rich food, te drink several highbails or cocktails, aad, 
in the case of the men—and sometimes of the women— 
to smoke a number of cigarettes. The effect of the food, 
the alcohol and the tobacco is to accelerate the action 
of the heart by several beats. Then, upon this vital 
organ, already overworking, is thrown the tremendous 
strain of energizing the body for vehement exercise. 
No wonder that so many dancers are seen, at the end 
of a number, to drop wearily into their seats, to draw 


labored breaths and to fall unconsciously into am atti- 


tude of utter exhaustion! But in a few moments the 
music strikes up like an evil conjuration, and jaded 
muscles and nerves are again forcibly strung up to their 
former intensity.

HEY call themselves by the’ im- 
posing name of orthodontists— 
these latest beauty coctors,. who 
are now constructing new faces 
for their patients without the aid 

of either cosmetics or surgery. 
Their tools are delicate springs 

and jackscrews, and by applying leverage and 
tencion they are able to turn an unsightly 
mouth into a thing of puichritude, to make a 
chin jut forth where one e st existed be 
fore, and to revolutionize the contours of the 
countenance, 

Take, for example, the case of 1 a little St 
Louis girl with a lower jaw so undershot that 
she was afflicted with what is commonly called 
“fish mouth.” A plaster cast of the interior 
of her mouth showed that the upper teeth pro- 
jected so far beyond the lower ones that they 
were nearly an inch out of alignment, or of 
occlusion, as the scientific term is, 

Not so many years ago the deformity would 
have been accepted as an act of nature against 
which there could be no relief, and the child 
would have been condemned to go through life 
with this distressing mark of abnormality upon 
her face. It is not hard to imagine the un- 


happiness and mortification which seemed in 


store for her. 

But the new art of orthodontia, the latest 
branch of the profession of dentistry to be 
placed on a scientific basis, went to her rescue.

Tests upon the simians proved that nature 


herself can be enlisted as an ally. It was 
proved that when pressure ig placed upon a 
bone to enlarge it, the bone cells themselves

is desired to build a new chin upon a retreat- 
ing lower jaw, nature may be depended upon 
to supply the necessary bone material, if gent-

This discovery led to the practical abolition 
of pain in the treatment. The patient may at 
first be uncomfortable because of the unfamiliar 
springs and screws which are anchored to the 
teeth with clamps of metal, but it is surpris- 
ing how soon this annoyance is forgotten. 

It is known to all how important a part 


pulled imperceptibly forward. The pro- 
cess required two years. But at the end 
a marvel has been accomplished. A firm 
and straight chin stands beneath the up- 
per lip, and the girl, virtually equipped 
with a new and normal face, can now 
have the happiness of presenting herself 
to her playmates, without the self-con- 
sciousness of disfigurement. 


An opposite variation from the normal 
occurs not uncommonly, when the under 
jaw protrudes’ beyond the upper one and 
the lower teeth are locked outside the 
upper ones.

that ingtead he give her a piece of diamond jewelry! 


Anyone with common sense would, of course, realize 
that such a transfer was far more compromising. !n 
some cases women are afraid that their husbands will 
find out about the business transaction, and will be dis- 
pleased, because their pride will be hurt; but in this 
instance the woman’s husband accompanied her and the 
real estate agent to the jeweler’s, and helped select the 
diamond brooch!

HERE is nothing quite as 

Parisian as a working 

woman of Paris. Watch 

the gay troupe of them 

coming out of the work- 

shops of culture and fash- 

ion when their day's wor 

is done. The poorest and the smartest 

dressed—all are one family. Their 

only differences are in degres of pros- 
perity. 

At 7 of the evening on the pavements 
or loitering along in front of the man- 
sions of rich Americans and other well- 
dressed folk, they become’ almost the 
invasion of an animated and recklessly 
advancing fleet. It is a fleet with 
pattalions of Catherinettes.“ which 
only yesterday wore tke pretty St. 
Catherine bonnets: with midinettes, the little errand 
girls who carry huge hat boxes: with its grand “prem- 
jeres,” whose carriages await them, all of them charm- 
ing, amusing, amused, babbling, gossiping, blinking, 
scattering throughout the city, brightening the street 
with their cheery babble and explosions of laughter. 

But among all these exquisite blossoms of Paris, the 
flowers more perfect than 
others, like great roses in a bouquet of humble violets, 
says Emile Henriot in L’Ilvstration, Paris. They are 
graceful and beautiful young women, marvelously 
dressed, whose walk and harmonious bearing cause the 
passing working man to remark of this Venus of the 
f_.u*urgs: 

“She is not at all ‘balanced’—that chit!” 


And that is to say—But no. This pretty young per- 
son is “balanced:” that is exactly the word. The Venus 
de Milo also is “balanced.” She swäys from her hips. 
_$he advances with a tango step, supple and feline. She 
krows how to walk and her whole body has part in 
the walk. There is something of the dance about it. 
Doubtless it was of her the poet said: :

Now it is only in Paris that people walk that way.

The mannequin, by her very title calls up the idea

most shut your eyes and see them, at the shop of the 
„grand couturier,” defiling, in supple and dancing array

perplexed customer, who at each new gown falls deeper 
into in“ecision. Some of them have on evening gowns, 
others tailored, others rich furs, mantles and the rest 


of it. 

They advance lightly with the bearing of the stage, 
taking great care that the full values of a slashing de- 
sien the quality of the goods shall become apparent, 
defining with clever versatility the particular beauty of 
a drapery, the harmony of its lines and folds. They 
advance very lightly, the feet, the arn; the hips, the 
Waist, the breast all integral parts of the movement; 
they carry the head coquettishly, dignifiedly or with 
hauteur. One would imagine they were about to recite 
verses or play a role. And they have played a role com- 
pletely when they have, by their own manner, animated 
as with their own life the beautiful and i. "tastic dis- 
guises which ingenious artists have composed for the 
delight of women. 

This flower of Paris, the mannequin, 
must have personal attributes in order 
to be successful. In the first place she 
must be of good figure, well set up, 
neither too large nor too thin, with 
good ankles, good shoulders and a g00 1 
waist. The prime requisite is that she 
know how to walk, easily, elegantly, 
gracefully. And it is not given to all 
the world to know how to walk as one 
ought to walk, all the body in the move- 
ment, the foot falling firmly yet at the 
same time lightly, but not like a chicken 
walking on eggs.

LECTROLYZED sea ater, poured 
into swimming pools in small 
_ quantities, has proved to be an 
effective sterilizer to be used in 
the fight against noxious bacteria. Its 
. sterilizing action is so great, as experi- 
ment has shown, that 30 gallons will 
keep the water in an 85 000-gallon tank 
ar and free from ba- terial organisms 
for several days. And the electrolyzed 
sea water costs only about $10 per 1000 
gallons. The need of such a sterilizer 
is shown by the fact that in a fresh- 
water pond of 100,000 gallons; used by 
380 bathers, the bacteria have been 
known to increase from 500 to 342,000 
per cubic centimeter (about 1-16 cubic 
inch) in one day.

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Milk Inspection Hoy Toothache Hurts 


in Cities 
COMPARISON of the milk-sup- 


ply conditions in 1912 with those 


prevailing 10 years previously is 

facilitated by a study made in 
1902 by Alvord and Pearson of the —nited 
States Department of Agriculture. Briefly 
stated, some of the principal changes in 
10 years appear to be: 

An increase in the retail price of milk 
has occurred in all parts of the United 
States and averages 2 to 3 cents a quart. 

An extensive development tn methods 
of supervision and an increase in the 
amount expended for supervision have 
taken place. The city of Denver spent 
$1200 for all supervision in 1902, $5000 
for farm inspection in 1912. Ten years 
ago the city of St. Louis spent $1850 for 
the supervision of its milk-supply, in 
1912, $5650 was spent for farm inspection 
alone. Chicago expended about $10,000 
for the whole supervision of its milk-sup- 
ply in 1902 and about $25,000 on farm 
inspection alone in 1912. New York made 
41,292 farm inspections in 1912 at a cost 
of $76,080. The same change has oc- 
curred in some cities of 25,000 to 50,000 
population. Haverhill, Mass. (population 
44,000), which expended $150 for super- 
vision of the milk-supply in 1902 had 
inerease? the amount to $1600-$1700 in 
1912. Little Rock, Ark., which reported 
no milk ordinance and no supervision 
over its milk-supply in 1902 was spend- 
ing $3750 for farm inspection in 1912. 
Together with this increase in the 
amount expended for supervision has 
gone a change in the character of the 
supervision, which can on the whole be 
regarded as advantageous from the pub- 
lie health standpoint. It can no longer 
be said. as it was said in 1902, that 
“most of the inspection work consists in 
testing samples of milk to ascertain if 
they contain as much fat and other solids 
as required by the standard.” There is 
no doubt that at present much more at- 
tention is paid to matters of real sani- 
tary significance, such as the health f 
the cows, the conditions under which 
milk is collected and transported, and 
the health of persons handling the milk. 
than was the case 10 years ago. It is 
encouraging to note also that the prac- 
tice of adulteration and the addition of 
preservatives do not seem at present to 
be as widespread as formerly. ä 


A particularly noteworthy change that 
has occurred in the past 10 years has 
been the growth of the process of pas- 
teurization. In New York City it could 
be said 10 years ago that “perhaps 5 per 
cent of the total milk-supply is pasteur- 
ized,” while it was true in 1912 that 
40 per cent of the supply was pasteurized. 
In Boston the report in 1902 was that 
“very little pasteurized milk is on the 
market and it is not increasing in. 
favor,“ but in 1912 75, per cent of the 
market milk was pasteurized. The same 
change may be remarked in smaller 
cities. Instances picked at random are: 
Springfield, Mass., with “no milk pas- 
teurized” in 1902, but with 20 per cent 


pasteurized in 1912; Lansing, Mich., with . 


“a very small amount” in 1902 and one 
third in 1912; Aurora, III., with 10 per 
cent in 1902 and 85 per cent in 1912. 
Whether or not one believes this to be 
a change for the better, the actual con- 
ditions should be recognized and ampler 
provision made for supervising the pro- 
cess of pasteurization. At present many 
municipalities possess no regulations 
governing this important matter.

Look 
first at the smaller diagram, which shows 
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Diagram of the nerves that. feel a tooth- 
ache: 4. B. C, roots of fifth or trigeminal 
nerve, D, gasserion ganglion, where the 
nerve gives off three branches; E, to 
the eyelids, forehead and nose; F, to 
the upper jaw, whence a nerve runs in- 
to each of the upper teeth and a small 
branch goes to the nostril; G, to the 
lower jaw and tongue, which again 
divides into three; H (cut off in the 
diagram), supplying the outer surface 
of the gar and temple; I, which sends a 
nerve into cach of the lower teeth and 
a small branch to the chin; the third 
branch, the root of which is seen cut 
off to the left of the letter G, is a 
motor nerve which supplies the mus- 
cles used in mastication. 

The root B is the motor root; the roots 
A and C are sensory. The root C is in 
the spinal cord, below the roof of the 
second spinal nerve; the root A is al- 
most in the middle of the lower brain; 
the root B ts on the floor of the fourth 
ventricle, the triangular space seen 
just above the letter B.
